Express our continued skepticism that Gorbachev's offer to 
withdraw six regiments from Afghanistan indicates a sincere 
effort to adhere to a reasonaole withdrawal timetable. The 
numbers and types of troops withdrawn under this offer will 
have minimal impact on Soviet tactical capabilities. 

Stress that we continue to feel that a wider participation 
by Afghan alliance leaders in U.N, and other international 
fora is meaningful.

State that we appreciate the effort Pakistan has made to 
provide us with its projected procurement lists for the 
follow-on program and that our security assistance experts 
are involved during this visit in refining this list, 
providing additoinalP&A data, and making some 
recommendations on timetables for procurement. 

Advise that before we turn to discussion of particular weapon 
systems, we must stress the importance of seeking and 
obtaining the necessary S yming ton waiver required by 

Congress,,
